DIGEST OF SB 157 (Updated March 27, 2007 1:46 pm - DI 116)

Citations Affected:  IC 4-23; IC 36-12.

Synopsis:  Library boards. Eliminates term limits for members of the
board of a Class 1 public library. Authorizes a library board to adopt a
resolution allowing money to be disbursed to advertise and promote the
programs and services of the library. Provides that with the prior
written approval of the library board, claim payments for these
expenses may be made in advance of the library board's allowance.
Provides that the boards of county contractual libraries established in
certain counties have all the powers and duties of a Class 1 public
library board. Eliminates oversight responsibilities over the Indiana
cooperative library services authority by the state library and the
Indiana library and historical board.

A BILL FOR AN ACT to amend the Indiana Code concerning local

government.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Indiana:

1 SECTION 1. IC 4-23-7.1-11 IS AMENDED TO READ AS

2 FOLLOWS [EFFECTIVE JULY 1, 2007]: Sec. 11. (a) The board, with

3 the advice of the advisory council, shall establish operating standards

4 and rules for libraries and library services authorities eligible to receive

5 funds, either federal or state, under the provisions of any program for

6 which the Indiana state library is the administrator. The Indiana state

7 library shall monitor libraries and library services authorities eligible

8 to receive funds or receiving funds to ascertain whether or not the

9 standards and rules are being met.

12 standards for libraries. and library service authorities. The Indiana state
